JURY IS OUT ONLY IO MINUTES 


W illiam Thomas, age 
sixty-seven

farmer, 
died at his home a short distance 
east of Fairview , just over Hie Rusli- 
Fayette county line, yesterday even­ 
ing at four o’clock. 
Mr. Thomas’ de­ 


mise was due to a complication of 
diseases which has caused him to be 
in very poor health fo r over a year. 


lie had not been expected to survive 
the illness. 


Air. Thomas was commissioner of 
Fayette county during the last term 
of office. 
He had lived in 
Fayette 


county all of his life and was a very 


prominent and well known tiller 
of 


the soil. 
The funeral services will be 
held in the Fairview church tomorrow 
afternoon, the funeral

ing the Buck Im rn in Hamilton last 
summer. 
The burning of the B u ck 
barn was at a time when a eritablo 
reign of terror was on in Ham ilton,

previous to the 
burning of the Buck barn.

ton paper says of Hie W olfe trial: 


W o lf e was a rested at the time of 
the big fire in the O. R. Ross barn 


and at the Schmidt butcher shop.

had never admitted any of the evi­ 


dence against him, but had repeat­ 
edly denied all connection with the 
fires. 


W olfe 
was 
arrested

W a Ike shortly after 
the Buck fire 
and it is alleged he applied fo r pa­ 


per" at a nearby store with which to 
start Hie fire.

such interest among Indiana poultry 
buyers that Professor A. G. Phillips, 
of the poultry division of the depart­ 
ment, is carrying out a similar exper­ 
iment iii verification of his

experiment in feeding 
milk to the poultry resulted in a sub­ 
stantial gain in weight, quality of the 
chicken and an unexpected gain in 
profits.

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 20.—Yale 
university officials and the hoard of 
police commissioners have instituted 
an 
investigation 
to 
learn

causes and to fix the responsibility for 
the riot in the Hyperion theater Sat­ 
urday night, w'hich resulted in the ar­ 
rest of several Yale students. 
The 
theater suffered $1,000 damage. 
Gaby Deslvs was the principal at­ 
traction. 
The riot started soon after 
the final curtain came down at 9:45 
on a performance that was not ended 
the nigh^. before until 11:30. 
The stu­ 
dents did not think they were getting 
their money’s worth, and when no ex­ 
planation was forthcoming from the 
management as to why the show was 
stopped trouble began. 
Hundreds of Yale men began tear­ 
ing out the seats and smashing the 
chandeliers. 
As soon as the stage 
hands realized the seriousness of the 
outbreak the curtain was rolled out of i 
reach and the hose was dragged to ’ 
the front of the stage and turned full j 
force into the audience.

was made to rob him, $33 and his 
watch 
remaining 
unmolested. 
The 
murdered man was one of the most 
prominent men in this vicinity, owned 
1,000 acres of land and was reputed to 
be worth $100,000. The suicide theory 
Is scoffed at. 
Some sensational devel­ 
opments are expected.

RUSSIA IN EARNEST 


Instruction in Forage Crops at Purdue 
University 


By M. L FISHER, Professor of Crop Production 
Purdue University Agricultural Extension 


The large part which forage plays 
In the economy of the farm makes it 
appropriate In a course of instruc­ 
tion to devote some time to the cul­ 
ture OI crops used for such purposes 
Nearly one-half of the time given to 
instruction in field crops at Purdue 
university is used 
in 
studying 
the 
methods of producing coarse feed on 
the farm. 
Attention is given to such 
crops as clover, alfalfa, timothy, or 
chard 
grass, 
pasture? 
grasses, 
sor­ 
ghum, corn for silage and fodder, mil­ 
lets, cowpeas, soy 
beans, 
vetches, 
Canadian field peas and others less 
known. 
The instruction consists of lectures, 
assigned 
readings, 
field 
trips, 
and 
laboratory 
exercises. 
The 
experi­ 
mental plats of the agricultural ex­ 
periment station are used 
to 
show 
methods of growing and harvesting, 
and also to give first-hand knowledge 
of the appearance of the plant In the 
green stage. 
In the laboratory atten­
